pointed out that medical cost 
containment is an issue of 
serious concern for all Mary- 
land residents and is one of 
special significance for senior 
cluizens. 

He concluded, ‘‘We cannot 
continue to countenance these 
requests for rate increases for 
this segment of the population.

CHANGES IN THE MARYLAND 
VEGETABLE INDUSTRY, 1978 - 1982

Agriculture with 38,331 acres in vegetable pr Total 1982 
value of production for vegetables, sweet corn and melons 
Maryland was $23.8 million. The number of vegetable farms in 
Maryland declined slightly from 1978, while ‘the value of 
production rose moderately. Maryland acreage in commercial 
vegetable production dropped 25% over the year period 
Statewide irrigated acreage represents less than 40 percent of the 
total 

Average size of vegetable farms in Maryland dropped from 35 
acres in 1978 to 27 acres in 1982. Vegetable farms under 15 acres in 
size represented 68 percent of the number of Maryland vegetable 
farms; but only 10 percent land in vegetables and five percent of 
the irrigated vegetable land. On the opposite end of the scale, 
vegetable farms over 100 acres represented six percent of the 
number of Maryland vegetable farms; but had 52 percent of the 
land in vegetables and 65 percent of the irrigated vegetable land. 
While the relative proportions in the size distribution did not 
change greatly from 1978 to 1982, the Maryland vegetable 
industry experienced significant losses in the 100 - 249.0 acres and 
500 acres and over categories. These farms are considered large 
in this area, but are only medium size in terms of the competition 
in Florida, California and the Midwest 

Major declines were experienced in acreages of green lima 
beans, snap beans, green peas and spinach over the period. These 
losses go hand in hand with declining per capita consumption and 
decline of the vegetable canning industry in the Mid-Atlantic 
area. On the other hand, several minor items experienced 
increases in acreage over the period 

The other half of the equation has to do with growth in direct 
marketing in fruits and vegetables in the state over the past 
decade. Thus, the Maryland fruit and vegetable industry is 
divided into two segments: (1) many small farms that are 
primarily direct marketers and (2) a small number of large 
farms utilizing the more traditional methods of marketing the 
products. The ‘“‘medium sized’’ farms—those that went out and 
those which remain—are caught in a ‘‘catch-22” situation. They 
are too large to enjoy the benefits of direct marketing and too 
small to realize the economies of size and to compete effectively 
with the ‘‘big boys”’ in the food distribution system 

Can this ‘“‘dual”’ system of vegetable marketing successfully 
co-exist in the future? The answer is yes. In fact, it well may be 
possible to develop complementary roles where the direct 
marketers can handle specialty items, which are only needed in 
small quantities, and the large growers can complement supplies 
of the basic “hardware”

Record Corn 
Yield Expected 


The Maryland corn yield, 
based on October 1 conditions, 
was forecast at a record 112 
bushels per acre. Yield 
prospects for corn have re- 
mained unchanged from the 
September 1 forecast. If this 
yield is realized corn production 
will be 66.1 million bushels, 78 
percent more than the drought 
stricken crop of 1983 and 
exceeded only by the 1981 pro- 
duction of 69.4 million bushels. 

Corn for grain production in 
the United States is forecast at 
7.50 billion bushels, down one 
percent from September 1, but 
up 80 percent from last year’s 
droughtstricken crop. A crop of 
this size is nine percent below 
the record high crop of 1982. 

Feed grain production (corn, 
sorghum, oats and barley com- 
bined) is expected to total 231 
million metric tons, up 70 per- 
cent from 1983, but down eight 
percent from 1982. 

Food grain production 
(wheat, rice and rye) now totals 
77.1 million metric tons for 1984, 
up nine percent from last year.

- especially the broadleaf ones like Canada Thistle. Banvel or

Tax Reform Act of 1984 

Since the 1981 Act which provided for massive reductions in 
¥ personal income tax rates and large write-offs for business firms, 
t there came next the 1982 Act then the 1983 Act and now the 1984 
Act. Some experts are calling the 1984 Act the “Tax 
Complexification Act.’’ It made hundreds of changes in the tax 
code. It will be years before IRS catches up with new regulations 
and tax experts figure out what it all means. There has never 
been any three and one-half year period in U.S. history when so 
many tax code changes came so rapidly. 

The 1981 Act was clearly designed to cut taxes across the 
board. The 1982 and 1983 Act were supposed to increase revenue 
without changing individual tax rates. The emphasis was on 
attempts to close so-called loopholes and tighten collection 
procedures. At this time, it is not clear that these acts have or will 
accomplish their objectives. 

The objective of the Tax Reform Act of 1984 is to raise $50 
billion in new revenue. Although it is not clear that this goal will 
be reached, one thing is clear about this act, it is extremely 
complex, Its reform provisions will affect almost every segment 
of the economy. A massive array of new regulations and tax 
rates, but it is safe to say that like the '82 and '83 Acts it will touch 
most of us at least indirectly. 

The following are a few highlights of the Tax Reform Act of 
1984: 

1. Income averaging. Starting in 1984, it will be more difficult to 
qualify for income averaging and less benefits for those who do 
qualify. The base period has been reduced to three years and the 
averageable income decreased from 120 percent to 140 percent of 
base period income. 

2. Interest exclusion. The large interest exclusion scheduled to 
become effective in 1985 was repealed 

3. Capital gains. For regular capital assets, such as stocks and 
bonds, purchased after June 22, 1984, and before January 1, 1988, 
the holding period for long-term capital gain or loss treatment has 
been reduced from over 12 months to over six months. Similar 
changes have been made for certain assets used in a trade or 
business. 

4. Telephones. The three percent excise tax on telephone bills 
remains in effect through 1987. 

5. Fuel. The tax on diesel fuel is increased from nine cents to 15 
cents per gallon. 

6. Estimated taxes. The Act establishes some new and more 
complicated rules for calculating the penalty for underpayment 
of estimated taxes. The filing rules for farmers and fishermen 
were not changed 

7. Estate and gift taxes. The maximum estate and gift tax rate 
of 50 percent scheduled to become effective in 1984 has been 
postponed until 1988. The maximum rate for 1984-87 will be 55 
percent on taxable estates of over $3,000,000. 

8. Medical expenses. The Act provides for a maximum 
deduction of $50 per person per day for lodging while receiving 
medical care away from home 

9. Mortgage interest. The recipient of $600 or more of mortgage 
interest must report such receipt(s) to IRS. 

10. Corporations and partnerships. The Act contains numerous 
provisions affecting corporations, partnerships and trusts.

Saving America’s Topsoil 


by U.S. Senator Jom Abdnor ( R-SD) 

On Capitol Hill, an important topic of discussion among 
legislators from agricultural states has been the proposed 
“‘sodbuster bill.”’ I am a co-sponsor of the Senated-passed version 
of the bill which would make crops grown on land threatened by 
erosion ineligible for a wide range of federal farm programs 
including price supports, crop insurance, disaster payments, 
Farmers Home Administration loans and Farm Storage Facility 





loans, unless, prior to cultivation, a soil « rvation plan is 
approved 

The Soil Conservation Service has shown that nearly one- 
tenth of the nation’s current farm base are fragile lands. Of that 
40 million acres, South Dakota farmers have plowed under 1.6 
million acres of highly erodible land and there's the potential for 
additional cultivation of 9.4 million acres of fragile land in our 


20 million nation wide 

Approximately five billion tons of top soil are 
each year. This is unwarranted devastation, especially 
the fact that it takes a century to replace every inch of lost top 
soil. I believe sodbuster legislation is essential not only to curb 
losses of topsoils also to prevent another ‘‘dust bow!l’’ situation 
similar to that of the 1930's 

The sodbuster legislation would discourage cultivation of 
fragile lands because it would deny a wide range of farm 
benefits to those who plowed lands classified as highly erodible by 
the Land Classification System 

The situation is recognized as crucial by all. In spite « 
we are facing a serious problem with the legislation on Capitol 
Hill. As I mentioned before, the Senate has already passed the 
bill. The House bill contains several additional requirements 
including: all lands that are eroding more quickly than the

Blazes Destroy 
Summer Home, 
Friendsville Barn 


Fires during the past week in 
Garrett County resulted in the 
destruction of a large cinder 
block barn near Friendsville on 
Friday and a block and wood 
summer home near McHenry 
on Sunday 

Lightning was most likely the 
cause of the barn fire, to which 
fire fighters from the Friends- 
ville and Deep Creek fire 
departments responded at 4:48 
p.m. The structure was owned 
by Glenn Sisler, RD 1, Friends- 
ville, and was located along 
White Rock Road, 1'2 miles 
from Friendsville. 

Sisler also lost a sawmill 
Wednesday night, which was 
located in the White Rock area.

James Martin, fire investi- 
gator for Garrett and Allegany 
counties, said firemen reported 
that the structure was fully in- 
volved in flame upon their 
arrival. He said that, in addition 
to cinder block, the barn was 
constructed of wood and had a 
metal roof. The second floor of 
the barn collapsed. 

The barn, which was about 
ten years old, reportedly con- 
tained 500 bales of hay. Martin 
estimated the loss at $15,000. He 
said Sisler had no insurance on 
the structure. 

An electrical storm had 
passed through the area shortly 
before the fire was discovered.

By Fire; Arson 
Is Suspected 


A sawmill in the vicinity of 
White Rock and Crosscut roads 
near Friendsville was destroy- 
ed by fire Wednesday evening 
and the cause of the blaze has 
been determined to be arson re- 
lated. 

It was the second time in less 
than a week that Glenn Sisler, 
the head of the company that 
owns the sawmill, was the 
victim of a fire. On Friday 
night, a barn owned by Sisler 
was destroyed by fire. 

James Martin, who investi- 
gated the cause of the sawmill 
fire, said it is an arson fire and 
remains under investigation. 
Terry Spear, chief of 
Friendsville VFD, said there is 
no insurance on the sawmill. He 
said Sisler set the loss at 
$25,000. 

Spear said when firemen ar- 
rived on the scene following the 
5:20 p.m. alert by Garrett 
Central Alarm, they found the 
fire fully involved and that the 
roof had collapsed. 

Lost in the fire, according to 
Spear, was a power unit and 
three saw blades. The sawmill 
had not been used in two 
months, but Spear said it ap- 
peared the operation was ready 
to start up again. 

The fire was discovered by a 
man driving by the house. He 
told firemen saw black 
smoke from over the hill and 
stopped at the owner’s house to 
call Central Alarm. 

Dispatched to the scene, in 
addition to Friendsville firemen 
were Deep Creek firemen, the 
air cascade unit from Accident, 
Northern Rescue Squad, and 
State Police. Spear said there 
were no injuries. 

Martin said the fire in the 
barn owned by Sisler remains 
under investigation. Spear said 
the loss of the barn was set at 
$20,000 to $25,000

Garrett Countians tend to 
with other people in 
Maryland on their ideas about 
education, except when it 
comes to money, as pointed out 
by local educators during a 
luncheon Thursday to release 
results of the county’s “‘Gallup 
Poll On Public Attitudes To- 
ward the Public Schools.” 

County participants in the 
poll were evenly divided on the 
question of whether they would 
be willing to pay more taxes if 
their local school system said it 
needed more money; 49.6 per- 
cent were willing to pay more 
taxes while 45.6 percent were 
not. 

Statewide, 60 percent of those 
surveyed said they would be 
willing to pay more taxes. Local 
educators noted willingness to 
raise taxes for this purpose in- 
creased with the respondent's 
level of education. 

Interpretation of the result of 
this question will be left to the 
county commissioners, school 
board and school adminis- 
trators, noted Paul Harr, co 
ordinator of the local poll, who 
presented the survey findings at 
the luncheon.

He was 
awarded two Battle Stars for 
action in Central Europe and 
the Rhineland campaigns and 
was honorably discharged in 
1946 with the rank of Technical 
Sergeant 


PHURSDAY, OCT‘ 


DeWitt was appointed Post- 
master on August 3, 1951. At 
that time, the McHenry Post 
Office was a fourth class office 
serving approximately 300 
people. The office was located 
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in the old Clover Farm Store 
where Deep Creek Outfitters is 
now located. The Post Office 
was later located in the building 
next to Walt’s General Store 
and on December 13, 1961, re- 
located to its present site next to 
the McHenry fire hall. The Mc- 
Henry Office is now a second 
class office serving ap- 
proximately 2,800 people. In 
1978, DeWitt was awarded the 
Maryland Postmaster of the 
Year Award from the Maryland 
Branch of the National League 
of Postmasters of the U.S. 

DeWitt is quoted as saying 
that ‘‘While I am looking for- 
ward to retirement, and doing 
some of the things I enjoy, such 
as fishing, hunting, gardening

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(The following is the first in a series of three articles based on 
the National Education Association’s pamphlet series: ‘‘A Brief- 
ing for Parents.”’ These articles are prepared by the Garrett 
County Teachers Association in observance of American 
Education Week, November 11-17). 

‘Motivation for Learning’’—As parents we want our children 
to get the greatest benefit from being able to read well, write 
clearly, solve probleras and communicate effectively. But we 
often find ourselves begging or threatening our children to study 
and learn which may cause them to turn away and regard us as 
nagging parents. There is much we can do. The following are 

uggestions of parent behaviors which can facilitate the 
notivation of our children to learn. 

1) Actively demonstrate your value for learning. Our 
modeling is a powerful incentive for our children. Read books, go 
to the library, watch educational TV programs, attend local 
school functions, discuss ideas at home, read to your children, 
play games and encourage their involvement in creative projects. 
If they don’t see us enjoying learning, they dismiss it as another 
example of ‘not practicing what we preach.” 

2) Show a nonthreatening interest in your child's learning 
Show you care and want to know what’s happening in your child’s 
school without being critical or creating an air of surveillance 
(The dinner table is an excellent place for this). These should not 
be situations where you demand your child to improve or show 
superior work. Simply indicate a desire to know about projects 
and papers your child may be creating at school. 

3) Consistently offer your child a sincere expectancy that 
he/she can learn effectively. Children must believe they can 
‘earn. You are the most important adult in their lives. Whatever 

ou say or do will have a major impact on your child’s self- 

mncept as a learner. While children do learn at varying speeds 
ind rates, they continue to learn only as long as they believe in 
themselves. 

4) Help your child to meet his or her basic needs of love, 
nutrition, and rest. Learning is an active physical and emotional 
process. Your child needs adequate rest and food for the energy to

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Teen suicide epidemic 
gets screen treatment

David Simons is a man with

Suicide is the second-high- 
est cause of death among 
teenagers, Simons says 


passionately. “One out of eve- 
ry two graduating high-school 
seniors has thought about it 
seriously enough to even have 
picked a way to do it.” 
Simons, who directed the 
Emmy-winning film “Narco,” 
about the lives of undercover 
narcotics agents, got the idea 
for “Silence of the Heart’ 
after seeing a 9-year-old girl's 
suicide note. He recalls what 


he read: “Goodbye Mommy 
and Daddy. I don’t want to 
live anymore. I am leaving 


my checkers to Willie.” 
“Teenagers don’t under- 
stand that depression doesn’t 
last forever,’’ explains 
Simons, 33, who spent two 
years researching teen suicide 
and developing the “Silence” 
script. “They feel like they're 
always going to be oval souls 
in a round world. And when 
they do try to kill themselves, 
they usually don’t want to die 
they just want to rest. I 
met one girl,” he adds, “who 
told me, ‘I just wanted to get 
up above the clouds and relax 
until I was ready to come 
down and try living again.’ * 
And though Simons claims 
no one is immune to suicide 
I've heard stories that kids

kill themselves because their 
dog has died" — he does warn 
parents to be aware of any 
changes in their child's behav- 
ior or personality. “Some 
times it may even be some 
thing most parents might not 
be too concerned by, like a 
stomach ache,’ he says 
Simons is convinced that 
Silence of the Heart” will 
send a vital message to the 
viewing public, especially 
after witnessing the toll the 
film took on Mariette Hartley 
whose father shot himself to 


death 20 years ago. ‘She 
dreamed about him every 
night,” says Simon, who 


claims Miss Hartley is so good 
that he’s never seen a more 
powerful _ performance on 
screen 

The producer is also certain 
the film will be crucial in 
helping the 600,000 teenagers 
who attempt suicide every 
year. “They have to know that 
they're are not crazy for feel 
ing depressed, Simons says 
“They also have to know that 
they are not alone.”

Baltimore charging the 
national Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield Association, the Mary- 
land Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield, and the Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield plans based in 
Washington, D.C. with con- 
piring to violate federal and 
state antitrust laws by 
allocating marketing 
territories. 

In the 20-page suit, which 
seeks compensatory damages 
and a court order removing the 
marketing schemes that block 
competition, Sachs alleges that 
Maryland Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield and the Washington- 
based health insurers, Group 
Hospitalization, Inc. and Medi- 
cal Service of the District of 
Columbia, Inc., have agreed 
with the national Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield Association not 
to compete in Maryland by 
confining their marketing to 
specified territories. 

“Carving up markets in the 
health insurance industry has 
the same bad effect it has in any 
other business: It hurts the 
consumer,’’ Sachs said. ‘One 
reason that health care costs 
are so high is that under such an 
illegal arrangement, these in- 
surers have no incentive to trim 
rates; no incentive to cut over- 
head and no incentive to cut 
costs.” 

According to the suit, the D.C. 
Blues have agreed since 1954 to 
restrict their sales of health in- 


surance to part of Prince 
George's and Montgomery 
counties, while the Maryland

“When these agreements 
were made up, there may have 
been some doubt whether 
health insurers were subject to 
antitrust laws. But the Supreme 
Court made it clear at least five 
years ago that these types of 
marketing agreements in the 
health insurance field are 
illegal,’’ Sachs said. The 
investigation that led to today’s 
suit began in February, when 
the Attorney General's office 
learned of the existence of the 
Blues’ agreement not to com- 
pete, Sachs added. 

Because the Maryland and 
Washington-based Blues are

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Record High Use 
Of Votor Fuel 
Voted In 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein announced 
that Marylanders used more 
motor fuel during August, 1984, 
than in any other month on 
record 

“According to tax returns 
filed with the Motor Fuel Tax 
Division of the Comptroller’s 
Office during September, 1984, 
a total of 196,422,513 gallons of 
motor fuel were used during the 
heavy travel month of August,”’ 
Goldstein said. ‘‘That’s a 4.9% 
increase over the 187,253,059 
gallons of motor fuel used dur- 
ing August, 1983.” 

The previous high month for 
consumption was May, 1984, 
when 193,609,054 gallons were 
used. 

“This is another indication of 
the tourism and vacation travel 
taking place in Maryland this 
year,” Goldstein said. ‘This 
supports our earlier analysis of 
retail sales tax revenues, which 
indicated heavy tourist activity 
during August.”’ 

The comptroller noted that 
the sales of motor fuel for 
August helped to provide 
$26,623,780 in motor fuel tax 
revenue during September, 
1984, a 7.8% growth over the 
$24,693,253 collected for the 
same month a year ago. 

“For the first three months of 
Fiscal Year 1985, motor fuel tax 
collections totalled $78,570,111, 
a 4.4% growth over the 
$75,252,754 collected during the 
identical period of Fiscal Year 
1984,"’ Goldstein said.

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PROFIT BRINKSMANSHIP IN THE POULTRY INDUSTRY 
by John L. Crothers, Jr. 
The poultry industry evidently can’t stand prosperity. Each 


time the profitability light comes on, it is not long before 
something is done to turn it off . . . usually overproduction. Both 
broilers and eggs have recently experienced prices much higher 
than had been anticipated, and the profitability light has been on 
for several months, 

There is disagreement as to exactly what caused the good 
prices, but there are several factors that evidently had an effect. 
Nationally, laying hen numbers had been coming down because of 
poor prices, so Pennsylvania avian influenza outbreak pushed 
supply lower than had been expected. Then, replacement pellets 
were not available in sufficiant numbers. Broiler sales and prices 
were evidenUly helped by high red meat prices, heavy fast food 
sales, consumers becoming health conscious about the type of 
meat they consumed and several weeks of placements two to 
three percent below a year earlier. 

Lately, the bloom has been fading from lofty late winter and 
early spring prices of both broilers and eggs. In late January, the 
12-city weighted average price for broilers reached 65.58 cents 
per pound, and large eggs delivered to New York were $1.15 to 
$1.18 per dozen for several weeks beginning in January. Since 
then, those prices have dropped to around 52 cents per pound and 
65 to 67 cents per dozen, respectively.

The nation’s 1984 corn crop is 
forecast at 7.55 billion bushels, 
81 percent above last year's 
drought-stricken and reduced- 
acreage crop. The total includes 
66,080,000 bushels of Maryland 
corn, according to USDA’s Sep- 
tember crop production report. 

Olin S. Davis, Jr., chairman 
of the Maryland State Agri-

corn loans will be available for 
the 1,691 Maryland farmers who 
participated in the 1984 corn 
program. The loan rate is $2.80 
per bushel. To obtain a price 
support loan on their 1984 crop,

A potentially important insect

The western 
corn rootworm (WCR), a one

A network of traps baited 
with WCR female sex attract- 
ant was set up and main 
tained through a cooperative 
program involving the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, Maryland

High Moisture Corn 

During the past two weeks I have checked the moisture 
content of a lot of corn. I have found very little low enough in 
moisture to go into the silo. The moisture level should be between 
25% to 35%. Also if you are putting in the cob you must keep in 
mind that the cob will contain around 5% more moisture than the 
kernel. If you need assistance, I have a good moisture meter 
available. 





Cutting Alfalfa 

I would suggest that cutting alfalfa be delayed until after a 
hard frost. Alfalfa needs a recovery period after cutting before a 
hard frost which will cause dormancy. New stands are even more 
sensitive. After a hard frost you may cut or pasture the alfalfa.

Ohio Woman Dies After Plane 
Crashes At Keysers Ridge Monday 


An Ohio woman died Monday 
night at the Francis Scott Key 
Burn Center in Baltimore as a 
result of injuries she sustained 
when the antique single engine 
was piloting 


Monday afternoon on 


airplane she 
crashed 
the highway at Keysers Ridge. 

Lois Ann Fida, 56, of 881 
National Road, Bridgeport, 
Ohio, was pronounced dead at 
10:18 p.m., according to Sgt. 
C.H. Hinnant of the McHenry 
detachment of the Maryland 
State Police, just eight hours 
after the incident occurred. She 
was the only occupant of the air- 
craft. 

Hinnant reported that the 1944 
DeHavilland Tiger Moth 
crashed on the eastbound en- 
trance to U.S. Route 48 from 
northbound U.S. Route 219 at 
Keysers Ridge at 2:15 p.m 

The victim had reportedly 
stayed with friends in the 
Ridgeley, W.Va., area Sunday 
night, after attending an 
antique aircraft show in Vir- 
that day. She was ap 
parently heading home when 
the crash took place. Hinnant 
said that fog was heavy in the 
area of Keysers Ridge at the 
tyme 

According to witnesses, the 
woman was flying westbound 
and was then observed turning 
to the left and making a U-turn 
to the east. The plane began to 
roll and was then observed 
heading nosedown, crashing 
onto the pavement. 

One witness, Ouisha 
McKinney, 33, of Lexington, 
Ky., stated that she was travel- 
ing on U.S. Rt. 48 and came 
upon the crash scene moments 
later. She said the plane had 
flown over her car at an ele- 
vation of about 400 feet and was 
“sputtering” at the time. Ms. 
McKinney was westbound on 
Rt. 48 and traveled about two 
miles after seeing the plane in 
the air and then arriving at the 
crash site. 

McKinney said flames were 
leaping eight to nine feet into 
the air when two men, identified 
by Hinnant as Thomas E. Ger- 
rard, Nutter Fort, W.Va., and 
James Swauger, Friendsville, 
attempted to pull Ms. Fida from 
the burning wreckage. Gerrard 
was later transported to Me- 
morial Hospital in Cumberland 
by the Northern Rescue Squad 
where he was treated and re- 
leased for burns of the hands. 

Another motorist, who asked 
not to be identified, said she and 
her husband were traveling 
east toward Grantsville when 
they came upon the accident at 
the time the two men were 
attempting to free the victim.

The main beneficiaries of the 
re-allocation will be four towns 
in Washington, Frederick and 
Carroll counties which will re- 
ceive a total of $27 million in 
bonding authority. An addi- 
tional $6 million is being pro- 
vided to Baltimore City and the 
state’s 23 counties. 

State and local officials have 
until November 1 to submit 
comments regarding the re- 
allocation, with a final allo 
cation being made not later 
than November 15. 

“The re-allocation was based 
on data provided to DECD by 
the county and municipal 
governments,”’ De Francis ex- 
plained. “A major element in 
our decision-making process 
was whether or not a local 
government had a commitment 
or a letter of intent from a fi- 
nancing institution for a 
project.” 

Other criteria for bonding 
authority allocations include 
previous IRB activity, geo 
graphic distribution, degree of 
economic impact, amount of 
allocation request and county- 
municipality cooperation. 

Under the proposed re-allo- 
cation, De Francis has discre- 
tionary control of $213 million in 
bonding authority. Any portion 
of that pool will be made avail- 
able to local governments be- 
tween now and December 31 for 
projects which have a commit- 
ment for funding. Portions of 
the discretionary pool which 
are unused by January 1 will 
revert to federal government 
control. The exception to this 
would be projects for pollution 
control, solid waste manage- 
ment or industrial parks, allo- 
cations for which can be carried 
from one year to the next. 

Maryland and its local 
governments can issue $632.5 
million in IRBs during 1984,

Question No. 


Ballot Title: Prohibits certain persons from entering upon 
the duties of, or continuing to serve in, certain offices 
created by or pursuant to the Maryland Constitution if the 
person was not a registered voter in the state on the date of 
the person's election or appointment to that term or if, at 
anytime thereafter and prior to the completion of the term, 
the person ceases to be a registered voter

A vote “FOR” means that a new section will be added to the 
Constitution of Maryland providing that certain persons 
serving in constitutionally created offices, elected or 
appointed, must be registered voters in Maryland at the 
time of election or appointment and must continue to be 
registered voters during their terms of office. This 
amendment includes under its provisions: members of the 
General Assembly, circuit court clerks, the Comptroller of 
the Treasury, State’s Attorneys, county commissioners 
and councilmen, registers of wills, sheriffs, and the Mayor 
of Baltimore City, none of whom is required to be a 
registered voter under present provisions 


A vote “AGAINST” means that the present Constitutional 
provisions would remain in effect. Only the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor are required to be registered voters 
The above mentioned offices from members of the Genera! 
Assembly through Mayor of Baltimore City would continue 
to have no voter registration requirement for election fo or 
continuance in office

TRENDS IN TEACHING 
Moonlighting 

According to a teacher survey 
done in New York State, it was 
shown that one out of every 
three teachers in the state hold 
down a second job during the 
school year, and 53 percent of 
them work at second jobs dur- 
ing the summer. 

Thomas Y. Hobart, president 
of the New York State United 
Teachers, says that this shows 
an ominous trend in education. 

Says Hobart, ‘We simply 
cannot attract or retrain 
enough good teachers for our 
public schools . . . How can we 
ask college graduates to enter a 
profession that pays its 
members so poorly that one 
third of them must seek 
additional employment to make 
ends meet?”’ 

Mr. Hobart offers a valid 
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Senior Citizens...

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point. Think of how many other 
professionals doctors, 
lawyers, engineers - must take 
a second job to keep their heads 
above water professionally 


Humor In The Classroom 

Many teachers try to enliven 
their classes by injecting humor 
into them. According to re- 
searchers, this is not a good 
idea because students may view 
this humor with ‘‘suspicion and 
hostility.”’ 

This was one of the findings of 
the researchers in a study done 
by the University of New 
Mexico. 

The researchers say that 
when teachers use humor, they 
contradict student’s expec- 
tations that their teachers’ be- 
havior will be ‘controlling and 
evaluative’ and make students 
feel defensive. The study found 
this to be true regardless of the 
type of humor involved or the 
teacher's sex. 

Both derogatory, ridiculing 
humor and innocent, hostitlity- 
free humor were shown to 
create a defensive classroom 
climate. Reseachers also found 
significantly defensive re- 
actions to male teachers using 
innocent, hostility-free humor 
and females using detrogatory, 
ridiculing humor. The research- 
ers say that in both cases 
teachers are violating roles ex- 
pectations. 


Boosting Attendance 

Richmond, Indiana, has come 
up with a novel way of boosting 
the attendance of its students. 
Besides tightening the policy, 
the director of pupil personnel 
came up with an unusual in- 
centive - a $100 reward to every 
10th through 12th grade student 
who could make it to school 
every day and not be tardy to 
classes for a full year. 

Over 200 students met the 
challenge and over $2,000 had to 
be raised to pay the students 
Thanks to earlier publicity on 
the success of the plan, the com- 
munity offered monetary 
support, while some of the 
money came from federal block 
grant money. 

Prior to the 1983-84 school 
year, when the offer was offer- 
ed, less than 40 students had 
perfect attendance, and 22 of 
the 219 students who has perfect 
attendance during the incentive 
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had dropped out the year be- 
fore. 

A community action com 
mittee is presently trying to 
come up with a new plan to con- 
tinue boosting attendance in 
Richmond’s schools, but this 
time the incentives are non 
monetary.

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Miller Addresses 47th Annual 
Farm Bureau Membership Meeting 


Bob Miller, vice president, Agriculture Department of the 
Maryland National Bank, addressed the Garrett County Farm 
Bureau membership at their 47th Annual dinner meeting October 
6 at the Grantsville fire hall 


Miller, a Garrett County native, grew up near Accident and 
then attended schools in that area. He spoke of some of his school 
days experiences, and noted drastic changes in the educational 
system, highways and farm management. After graduating from 
the University of Maryland, he served as County Extension Agent 
in Wicomico County for 29 years before affiliating with the Mary- 
land National Bank. 


He recognized his early school principal, B.O. Aiken, in the 
audience, and recalled that 50 years ago, everyone had to be 
creative, contrasted to the present day when some persons no 
longer even have the initiative to do something to earn money. He 
stressed the importance of sound financial management in 
operating the farm, and said that ‘‘poor management leads to 
stress, and stress is now more common among farmers that ever 
in past history.” 


He likened a medical check-up with that of a financial check- 
up by the following comparison: ‘When you see your doctor, he 
asks about your family history, your personal habits, examines 
you and performs tests to determine one’s well-being. Following 
test results, he prescribes measures to improve your condition, 
should he find you ailing. For a financial check-up you go to a 
creditable lender who asks for your background histcry, 
examines your financial statements and production records, test- 
ing the relationship of your debts to your income, to see if your 
debt load is high in comparison to your net worth.” 


Miller continued, ‘‘He may say, ‘You need to go on a diet, a 
diet where you go easy on new debts or even avoid them al- 
together, curb your appetite for new machinery, and instead, 
make repairs to your old equipment, and avoid taking un- 
necessary risks in your farming operation,’ ” And, he said, ‘‘His 
parting words to you might be, ‘I hope your’re looking better next 
year!" ”’ 

Miller stated that goverment programs are being cut back be- 
cause of budget deficits, and predicted that ‘farmers will need 
agricultural financing, excellent financial management, and 
nasters att It can be done,”’ he said.

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Work Release Program At County 
Jail Becomes Effective October 1 


After six months of organization and obtaining approval from 
the Maryland State Department of Corrections, the Garrett 
County Jail now has a work release program 

According to Sheriff Franklin G. Finch, the program went 
into effect on October 1, after the State Department of Corrections 
approved the program with the following regulations: the 
volunteer inmates must be on a minimum security status, a 
sheriff’s department — must be present at all times for 
the purpose of supervision, and each volunteer inmate must be 
paid $1.50 per day 

Even though the program went into effect late in the season, 
Finch contacted Harvey Brother’s Potato Farms and arranged 
for the inmates to gather potatoes for use at the jail 

Early in October, seven inmates volunteered to gather the 
potatoes and the work release program was born. The inmates 
gathered potatoes on two occassions for a total of about seven 
hours and managed to collect 3,000 pounds of potatoes. The 
potatoes are being stored in a bin in the basement of the county 
jail ready to be peeled and enjoyed by the inmates this winter. 

“The inmates feel productive, are getting exercise and fresh 
air, are earning cigarette money, and they all enjoyed the 
program,” stated Finch. 

The inmates have also done a small masonry job at the 
Swanton Community Center. Finch stated that this was ‘only the 
beginning.” The inmates’ next project will be snow removal from 
the sidewalks at the court house and other county buildings. 

Looking ahead to future work release plans is the removal of 
trash along state and county highways and at state parks and mu- 
nicipalities. Finch said he couldn’t take full credit for the work 
release program. He stated that the idea came from one of his 
many Visits to the county’s senior citizen lunches he attends quite 
frequently. An elderly gentleman asked Finch why the county 
didn’t have a work release program. The rest is history. 

“We are just beginning to scratch the surface of inmate re- 
habilitation. Not only with the work release program, but we are 
also currently in the middle of another GED session in which 
eleven inmates are participating,’’ stated Finch. 

In the last GED session approximately 14 inmates obtained 
their general equivalency diploma. 

Garrett Community College personnel come to the jail five 
days a week from 8:30 to 11:30 a.m. to instruct the inmates, 
“giving them a better chance of gainful employment upon being 
released from prison’’, according to Finch. 

Sheriff Finch stressed that the department is open to any 
Suggestions the general public may have concerning 
rehabilitation of the inmates.

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Displaced Homemakers Being Aided 


Through New Horizons Program 
by Barbara Frey 
New Horizons Program Director 

The week of November 11-17 has been designated by 
Governor Harry Hughes as Maryland Displaced Homemaker 
Awareness Week. The Awareness Week gives recognition to the 
many individuals who have found thernselves to be displaced due 
to separation, divorce, widowhood, or economic changes which 
have made it necessary for these persons to leave their homes 
after decades of marriage and rearing children to test their 
talents in the job market. The many Displaced Homemaker pro- 
grams that help these individuals acquire the necessary career 
information, skill, and confidence to make this transition are 
being recognized during this special week. 

The displaced homemaker program provides support to 
individuals in life transition situations to enable them to cope and 
to realize they are not alone in dealing with their situations. Dis- 
placed homemakers need employment, skills that can lead to 
better-paying jobs, enhanced confidence in their own abilities, 
and specific job training. Most need financial assistance while in 
training and emotional support to help them through the difficult 
transition period. They also need accurate information on the 
local job market and chances to explore a variety of fields in 
order to make appropriate career decisions. 

The initial Displaced Homemaker Project began in California 
in 1975 and culminated in a cross-country campaign to build 
support for the national legislation by encouraging the emergence 
of other state bills. There are over 400 displaced homemaker 
centers throughout this country. 

Maryland is a model for the nation in displaced homemaker 
programming. Pioneer legislation began in 1976 when a Pilot Pro- 
gram was established in Baltimore and subsequent legislation ir 
1979 created a permanent State Displaced Homemaker Project 
Maryland has developed unique, innovative services to meet the 
needs of this target population who often ‘‘fall between the 
cracks” of the country’s system of financial support. 

Homemakers receive no unemployment benefits or pensions 
They are teo young for social security, and often their children 
are too old to allow them to receive Aid to Dependent Children. 
They don’t exactly fit into vocational training or education 
systems either. Many just miss qualifying financially for job 
training programs, yet cannot afford other training. Displaced 
homemakers have particular ‘‘identity”’ problems and counseling 
and job placement needs which are not served by many adult 
counseling programs 

The Displaced Homemaker Programs in Maryland may be 
funded by the Department of Human Resources or the Maryland 
State Department of Vocational/Technical Education. 

The New Horizons Program of Garrett Community College is 
such a program, receiving funds from the Maryland State 
Department and Garrett Community College, the sponsoring 
agent for the program. Garrett County’s displaced homemaker 
program has been in operation since January of 1980. The New 
Horizons Program, under the direction of Barbara Frey, offer 
many services free of charge to persons in transition. Among 
these services are: 

eCareer Counseling with program staff members or pro- 
fessional career counselor. 

eAgency Referral with awareness of services and oppor- 
tunities available throughout the county 

¢Job Awareness emphasis by a staff member, Sandra Scho 
field, who learns about employment opportunities and provides 
clients with information about these jobs either through her Job 
Board or through personal contact 

eCareer Testing for clients to see what their particular skills 
and interests are to help them select training if necessary for the 
jobs they will eventually hold

In addition to these free services, the New Horizons program 
offers through the Continuing Education Department of GCC vo 
cational Phase Training in the areas of Computers, Business 
Concepts, and the Health Field. These courses include 

eCareer Planning classes which teach introduction to job 
finding strategy, getting to know yourself, exploration or employ- 
ment resources, self-evaluation and want ad evaluation, and 
career profiles, as well as the proper way to fill out a job appli- 
cation, write a resume, handle an interview, information on 
schooling and financial aid, combining work with family obli- 
gations, and setting one-going career goals. 

eBasic and Intermediate training in the three three areas of 
Computers, Business and Health. 

«Communication Skills and the World of Work which teaches 
techniques to help participants to gain self-confidence. Material 
covered includes introduction to assertiveness training, barriers 
to assertion and anxiety, dealing with anger, communication 
and conversation skills, dealing with put-downs and criticisms, 
and appreciating oneself. 

New Horizons Program of GCC has scheduled a special day in 
recognition of the program participants in this area called ‘'I 
Can”’ Day. Three free workshops have been prepared dealing 
with Self-esteem, Stress Management, and Assertiveness Train- 
ing, with a free luncheon on Wednesday, November 14. The work- 
shops will begin at 9 a.m. and conclude at 3 p.m.

Wendell I it l the tate id 
not announce its intent to 
replace the bridge before the 
sewer system was designed. 
Beitzel stated that although it 
has been rumored for years that 
the state planned to build a new 
bridge, the Sanitary District 
couldn’t hold up progress on the 
sewer system because of this 
uncertainty. The state issued a 
permit to put the sewer line on 
the bridge and three months 
later said they would be build- 
ing a new Rt. 219 bridge. 

“Our argument to the state,” 
said Beitzel, ‘‘was that due to 
the time frame that they issued 
the permit. They themselves 
should have known that they 
were going to pursue construc- 
tion of the new bridge and that 
we would have to move the 
sewer line they were giving us a 
permit for.” If the Sanitary Dis- 
trict had been notified before 
receiving a permit, plans could 
have been made to put the 
sewer line under water, he said. 

At this point, the Sanitary 
Commission has basically 
determined that the best course 
is to put the sewer line under 
water, but hasn't decided yet 
because of the cost. If the sewer 
line were installed under water 
it would prevent problems in 
the future during road construc- 
tion, work on the bridge, and 
would also avoid a potential 
freeze up problem. 

The cost of putting the sewer 
line under water will be more 
than the $154,000 paid by the 
state, but Beitzel feels that the 
advantages might prove worth 


the difference in cost. The 


county has been trying to get 
assistance from the state since 
last August when plans to build 
a new bridge were announced.

Tours Accident Enterprise Zone

special assistant to President 
Ronald Reagan for intergovern- 
mental affairs, journeyed to Al- 
legany and Garrett counties 
Nov. 1 at the invitation of State 
Senator John Bambacus to get a 
firsthand look at how enterprise 
zones are faring in rura! Ameri- 
ca. 

Gleason, along with area 
elected officials and business- 
men, toured two industrial 
parks in Allegany County and 
the Accident Industrial Park in 
Garrett County, which have all 
been designated as Maryland 
enterprise zone in the past two 
years. 

At a luncheon Thursday at

Gleason talked about enterprise 
zones and Reagan adrninis- 
tration policies. The enterprise 
zone concept “‘is surely working 
as we saw this morning,” he 
commented. 

In his talk Thursday, Gleason 
noted that years ago there 
would not have been the types of 
high-tech industries present in 
rural America that there are 
now in Western Maryland. 

Gleason addressed approxi- 
mately 75 persons at the lunch- 
eon who represented education, 
business, labor, community 
organizations and government. 

Prior to his presentation, 
Delegate Casper Taylor, a 
prime sponsor of enterprise 
zone legislation in Maryland, 
told the group, ‘‘We need more 
activity from the federal 
government in helping us 
accomplish what we are trying 
to do.” 

Bambacus also noted the 
importance of the government 
in assisting local communities 
in their efforts to enhance their 
economic climate. He added 
that although government can 
help, local communities must 
generate their own initiative to 
determine their future. 

Gleason noted that states are 
ahead of the federal gov- 
ernment in establishing enter- 
prise zones. Legislation has 
been proposed at the federal 
level and has been passed in the 
U.S. Senate, but has been held 
up in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Gleason added that 
Reagan supports the enterprise 
zone concept because it coin- 
cides with his policy of the 
government encouraging 
rather than imposing its ideas 

The enterprise zone is actual- 
ly an idea proposed by the 
Reagan administration, 
Gleason pointed out, which will 
be one of the president's top

“New federalism” is a con 
cept, Gleason explained, which 
is readily grasped by Ameri- 
cans today because of several 


changes in the country in the 
past few decades. Among those 
changes, he noted, are better 
transportation, better 
communication and new tech- 
nologies. Because of these 
changes, businesses can locate 
anywhere which is causing a 
change in population distri- 
bution as more people leave the 
cities. 

As the population shifts from 
the cities to suburban and rural 
areas, their desire to have 
government closer to home in- 
creases, Gleason noted.

The 
center will be open to persons 
ages 15 through 19, according to

There will be videos or a disc 
jockey to provide music for 
listening and dancing.

If Governor Harry Hughes 
adopts the recommendations of 
his joint committee for Com-

Bambacus announced this 
morning. 
Bambacus stated that the 


committee, in its final meeting 
yesterday, recommended the 
new funding to the governor. If

Bambacus added that the

Behind the running of Bruce

laims and persons exhausting 
their benefits decreased. Con- 
tinued for unemploy- 
ment insurance decreased by at 
least 100 school bus driving, eat- 
ing and drinking places, amuse- 
ment and recreation services, 
social services, government, 
and the manufacturing in- 
dustries of food, furniture and 
fixtures and transportation 
equipment. Still, at least 1,000 
claims were filed for the Sep- 
tember survey week in special 
trade contracting, primary 
metals and transportation 
equipment manufacturing, 
eating and drinking places, and 
business services. 

Maryland’s September 
unemployment rate is the low- 
est for a September since 1979. 
Earlier this year, a lower com- 
parable rate could only be found 
as far back as 1974. Since this 
year’s peak rate of 6.8 percent 
in January, unemployment has 
fallen by 1.4 percentage points 
Since last September's rate of 
5.8 percent, unemployment has 
fallen by only 0.4 percentage 
points. Last September, 
unemployment fell from August 
by a sizeable 0.7 percentage 
points, which contributed to a 
large drop from the January 
1983 rate by 3.2 percentage 
points. Recovery definitely has 
slowed since last year. Through 
September 1983, unemployment 
had been dropping steadily 
except for no change in June. 
This year little change has been 
seen since seasonal declines 
early in the spring. 

Maryland's unemployment 
rate once again is significantly 
below the U.S. rate. For Sep- 
tember, the gap is 1.7 percen- 
tage points. The U.S. rate did 
inch down from 7.3 percent in 
August to 7.1 percent in Sep- 
tember (not seasonally ad- 
justed). Unemployment is far

This September’s decrease in 
Maryland’s labor force marks 
the third consecutive month of 
declines. However, holiday hir- 
ing is expected to boost the 
labor force through the rest of 
the year. During September 
1983, trends were quite different 
than this year. The labor force 
decreased to a greater extent, 
as employment increased 
slightly and both the unemploy- 
ment volume and rate dropped. 
Since last September, the labor 
force has increased by an esti- 
mated 38,858 persons, marking 
the fourth consecutive month of 
over-the-year gains. Employ- 
mont, higher by 45,938 than a 
year ago, is up for the 24th 
month and unemployment, 
lower by 7,080, is down for the 
21st month.

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Sachs Announces 


Checks Mailed To 


Te Vola ( yw ners 
Maryland Attorney General 
Stephen H. Sachs announced 
this week that approximately 
$4.7 million in restitution checks 
have been mailed to some 34,000 
consumers in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, and the District 
of Columbia following finali- 
zation of the settlement of a 
price-fixing case against Mid- 


Atlantic Toyota Distributors, 
Inc. and Toyota dealerships in 
the five-state region 


The checks, literally, are in 
the mail,’’ Sachs said, adding 
that nearly 10,900 Marylanders 
will be receiving approximately 
$1.3 million of the settlement in 
the form of checks that are 
worth $135 apiece in cash or $250 
worth of selected goods and ser- 
vices from Toyota dealers. 

The price-fixing suit against 
the Toyota distributorship and 
dealers was filed in December 
1980, charging that they con- 
spired to “‘artificially inflate’ 
the selling prices of new 1980 
Toyotas by agreeing to have 
cars offered for sale in the area 
treated with protective pack- 
ages for which the extra money 
would be charged. 

In finalizing the settlement, 
initially approved in July, 
federal Judge Joseph H. Young 
in an Opinion dated September 
24, 1984, concluded, “‘that the 
amount purchasers will receive 
will adequately and fairly 
compensate them for their 
actual loss as a result of the 
alleged conspiracy.” 

Judge Young further cited the 
“vigorous efforts’ of the At- 
torney General's Antitrust Di- 
vision in attempting to locate all 
eligible consumers and he 
praised the Division's handling 
of the case, saying that it was 
‘of the highest caliber.” 

“IT think this result is an 
extraordinary achievement for 
the team of lawyers who 
handled this case, particularly 
for Michael F. Brockmeyer, 
Chief of the Antitrust Division,” 
Sachs said. ‘He has lived with 
this case for four years during 
which he spearheaded the cause 
of consumers in five states. He 
has done outstanding work of 
which Maryland’s citizens can 
be especially proud.”’ 

‘As far as we can determine, 
this is the largest restitution 
payment to individual con- 
Sumers in an antitrust case in 
Maryland,” Sachs added 

Consumers who receive the 
settlement checks can simply 
cash them for $135 or use them 
to purchase $250 worth of the se- 
lected goods and services to 
which the checks can be applied

example, consumers can use 
the check to buy such fre 
quently purchased services as 
tune-ups or such commonly 
sought goods as brakes. They 
also can apply the check toward 
the purchase of a new or used 
car, he said 

The checks must be re- 
deemed at the dealership where 
the consumer originally bought 
the Toyota, unless that dealer 
now is out of business in which 
event the check can be used at 
any participating Toyota 
dealer. The checks can be 
applied to the purchase of goods 
and services only once. If con- 
sumers obtain items or services 
costing less than $250, they will 
get their change at the rate of 
S4¢ on the dollar, which would 
have been the balance had they 
cashed the check for $135, 
Brockmeyer explainted. 

Since Judge Young initially 
approved the settlement last 
summer, the Antitrust Division 
has been involved in the ‘‘monu- 
mental and time-consuming 
job” of tracking down the 
Toyota owners due restitution 
under the finalized agreement, 
Sachs said. Nearly 8,000 ad- 
dress changes had to be pro- 
cessed, he said. 

“We're indebted to the tire- 
less efforts of John F. Kelly, 
formerly Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Baltimore City, for the 
thoroughness and tenacity with 
which he handled this exhaust- 
ing task,” Sachs said.

The Maryland Trust for Re- 
tarded Citizens (MTRC), hav- 
ing achieved its goal of enroll- 
ing a minimum of 200 clients, 
has become a permanent 
organization. The main purpose 
of the Trust is to oversee the 
services received by mentally 
persons after

retarded their 
parent: 

Parents enroll their mentally 
retarded child in the Trust dur- 
ing their lifetime by making a 
one-time payment, currently 
set at $1,200. A case file of the 
client’s family, medical, and 
program history is then estab- 
lished and updated periodically. 
Upon the death or disablement 
of the parents, the client be- 
comes an “‘active client’ and 
receives personal advocacy 
(‘surrogate parent’’) services. 
The Trust currently serves five 
active clients. 

Through regular visits by 
Trust staff and volunteers to 
active clients and service pro- 
viders, the Trust attempts to

cational, vocational, medical, 
legal, financial, and recre- 
ational needs of active clients 
are adequately met. 

Although many Trust clients 
have competent siblings living 
in Maryland, they may not have 
adequate knowledge of the ser- 
vices available, adequate 


experience in being spokesmen 
for retarded people, or enough 
time to carry out this function. 
Further, there is no assurance 
that the siblings will continue to 
live in Maryland or that they 
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will outlive the client. 

The payments made by 
sponsors at time of enrollment 
constitute the Trust’s perma- 
nent endowment, the income 
from which pays the Trust’s 
operating expenses. MTRC, a 
non-profit organization, is 
governed by a nine-member 
Board of Trustees under an 
agreement with the Association 
for Retarded Citizens/Mary- 
land. 

MTRC has actually been in 
existence since 1965, but the ser 
vices provided before 1980 did 
not include what has become its 
chief activity: personal 
advocacy. In 1980 the Trust set 
the goal of enrolling 200 clients 
in order to establish an endow- 
ment sufficient to generate an 
adequate operating income 
before MTRC was declared a 
permanent organization. 

Now that it has achieved 


permanent status, the MTRC is 
continuing to accept enroll- 
ments. The only eligibility re- 
quirement is that the client be 
functionally mentally retarded; 
he or she may have additional 


handicaps. Maryland residency 
now or in the future is advan- 
tageous 

MTRC offers additional ser- 
vices to sponsors or their 
estates for a reasonable fee 
through its Family Supple- 
mental Services Plan.

Maryland state 
news and bad news about the 
State’s Child Passenger 
Protection Law which went into 
effect January 1, 1984. The law 
requires safety seats for 
children under age three, and 
safety seats or regular safety 
belts for all three and four years 
olds when they ride in cars 

“The good news,” explained 
Larraine Bernstein-Cohen, of 
the Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene’s Project KISS- 
—Kids in Safety Seats, *‘is that 
many more car safety seats are 
being used than ever before.”’ 

“The bad news, however, is 
that many parents, grand- 
parents and other drivers have 
not followed manufacturers’ in 
structions regarding proper use 
of safety seats,”’ she said 

Ms. Bernstein-Cohen said 
that there are several ways in 
which car safety seats are in- 
correctly used. First, seats for 
infants must always ride facing 
the rear of the car while safety 
seats for toddlers must always 
face forward. 

Second, all car safety 
are secured into the automobile 
with the regular safety belt.

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Small Farms Also Benefit From 


Government Commodity Supports 


Government commodity 
plans keep the country’s larger 
farms afloat but also play an 
important role in Maryland 
agriculture, according to an 
agricultural economist at The 
University of Maryland 

“Most of the information 
available suggests big farms 
get the most benefits from com- 
modity price support 
programs,” Dr. Bruce Gardner 
says. ‘“‘But I think we can make 
the argument that such pro- 
grams make a real difference 
for small farmers,” he says. 

To benefit from commodity 
programs, farmers must plant 
many acres. On smaller farms, 
with less defense against loss, 
such programs can mean the 
difference between financial 
success and bankruptcy. Crops 
without supports are, therefore, 
forced to confine their oper- 
ations to levels at which they 
can stand the risk, Gardner 
notes. 

Although the idea is a novel 
one, Gardner says basic obser- 
vation of the size of the state’s 
fulltime farms, and what they 
produce, supports the theory. 

“Look at the areas where we 
have no price supports,’’ he 
“There are fewer farms 
or we see small farms that 
require large amounts of labor 
only in certain seasons.” 

There are exceptions 
Gardner says tobacco farms 
are examples of small-scale 
commodity producers without 
price supports in Maryland. 

The economist notes Mary- 
land tobacco farmers gave up 
federal support plans about 10 
years ago when they decided to 
market their own product. They 
feel they can do as well without 
the support plans, he says 

Vegetable farms in the state 
are examples of intense labor 
operations that Gardner says 
are also exceptions. Poultry, 
another Maryland commodity 
without government support, 
tends to operate on a larger 
ile in the state, he says 
Even without supports, 
icco, poultry and vegetables 
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are financially inviting here, 
Gardner says. Their small land 
commitment or close manage- 
ment and high labor needs 
make them work without 
government help, he says. 

The Maryland economist also 
says other issues affect state 
farmers as much or more than 
commodity pricing plans. He 
says farmers here seern more 
concerned with what they can 
do with their land. 

Rising land values in the state 
make zoning and land use laws 
more important to Maryland 
farmers. Gardner says they 
appear more concerned with 
how the government says they 
can use their farmland and pass 
it on to their children than with 
price supports. 

All these are important to 
both small and large oper- 
ations, Gardner says. He also 
notes that the ways farmers can 
use their resources often deter- 
mines their participation in 
commodity programs. 

A 1983 report by the council 
for Agricultural Science and 
Technology which reviewed 
economic policy options, sug- 
gested several alternatives to 
increase small farm com- 
modity support programs. 

Target prices for grain could 
be adjusted to different levels 
for different sized operations, 
the report said. Also suggested 
was the possibility of a direct 
lump sum payment to all pro- 
ducers if the commodity price 
falls below a given level. 

Since Maryland farms are not 
normally large-scale oper- 
ations, Gardner says such plans 
would benefit the state’s 
farmers. 

Views on whether commodity 
programs affect the number 
and size of farms are not norm- 
ally supported by studies, 
Gardner However, he 
believes such effects should be 
taken into consideration in 
implementing price support 
plans

RED MEAT EXPENDITURES DECLINE AS A 
PERCENT OF DISPOSAL PERSONAL INCOME 
by John W. Wysong 
Expenditures for red meat by U.S. consumers declined from 
4.2 percent to 3.0 percent of disposable income between 1965 and 
1983. During the same period total food expenditures declined 
from 23.1 percent to 19.0 percent of disposable personal income. 
Per capita red meat expenditures increased from $102 in 1965 to 
$302 in 1983. The increase in disposable personal income was from 
a base of $2,448 in 1965 to $9,969 per capita in 1983 
Actual red meat consumption has increased from 136 pounds 
of beef, pork, veal and mutton in 1965 to 144 pounds in 1983 
Consumption rates above 150 pounds per year in the U.S. were 
attained in 1970-72 and 1976-77. Poultry products consumption has 
expanded from nearly 41 pounds in 1965 to over 65 pounds per 
capita in 1983. Fish consumption has increased from nearly 10.8 
pounds to 12.9 pounds between 1965 and 1983

McNallie, in discussion of 
Stacys’ comments on one-acre 
density, noted that one-acre 
density already exists in the 
watershed and is not a proposed 
change. Stacys’ belief that the 
proposal should call for com- 
munity water and sewerage 
services could only be justified 
on a presumption that mobile 
homes will proliferate the 
watershed. McNallie suggested 
this “highly sub- 
jective” and not easily proven. 

The 60 percent rec- 
ord by the Deep Creek Zoning 
Appeals Board is actually a low 
record when compared to other 
boards throughout the state and 
is not a high figure as indicated 
by Stacys, McNallie noted.

Polio Vaccine 


Advisory Issued 


Officials of the Maryland 
Department of Health and 

fental Hygiene said this week 
that t he Connaught Company, a 
Canadian vaccine manu- 
facturer, has announced that a 
few lots of their Salk polio vac- 
cine did not retain full potency 
after they were distributed. 
According to the health depart- 
ment, Salk polio vaccine is not 
the polio vaccine most children 
receive. It is given by injection 
to people who have or live with 
people who have conditions that 
weaken their immune system. 

The weak lots of vaccine were 
in use from May 1983 to Sep- 
tember 1984. Health officials ad- 
vise that anyone who during 
this period was immunized 
against polio by injection, 
rather than orally, should 
return to their health care pro- 
vider for possible re-immuni- 
zation. 

In Maryland, fewer than 500 
doses of the weak vaccine were 
used in public health clinics. 
The number of doses used by 
private doctors is unknown, but 
was probably no more than a 
few hundred.

McRobie cuts down the ap- 
propriate oak trees and uses 
traditional small tools, includ- 
ing the frow and a sturdy 
pocketknife, to cut the strips 
thin enough for weaving. 

Demonstrations of his craft 
and sale of his wares is con- 
ducted at the Penn Alps and the 
Springs, Pa. craft festivals each 
year.

MORE TURKEY TALK 
As a continuation of last 
week's article, this week I will 
discuss thawing a frozen 
turkey, cooking a turkey, and 
storing the leftovers. 


THAWING 
The most important thing to 
remember when thawing is to 
keep it cold. The three recom- 
mended methods are: 

1. Thawing in the Refriger- 
ator—Place the turkey in its 
original wrap on a tray or ina 
pan to catch moisture that 
accumulates as it thaws. An ex- 
ample of how long it would take 
to thaw a 12 to 16 pound turkey 
is 2 to 3 days. 

2. Thawing in Cold 
Water—check the wrapping to 
make sure there are no tears 
and then place the bird in its un- 
opened bag in the sink or in a 
large container and cover with 
cold water. If the wrapping is 
torn, place the turkey in 
another plastic bag, close 
securely, and then place it in 
water. Change the water fre- 
quently to assure safe but effec- 
tive thawing. To keep the water 
cold, change the water about 
every 30 minutes. It will take a 
12 to 16 pound turkey about 6 to 9 
hours to thaw using this 
method 
3. Microwave Thawing 

Follow your microwave oven 
manufacturer's instructions for 
doing this 

DO NOT thaw your turkey on 
the kitchen because 
room temperatures fall within 
the danger zone of 60° F. to 125 
F., which promote active 
growth of bacteria. A frozen 
turkey thaws from the 
in and as the surface w 
bacteria multiplies. In the time 
it takes to thaw, surface 
bacteria could multiply to 
dangerous levels. 


ROASTING A TURKEY 

*When stuffing a turkey, stuff 
it at the last minute to eliminate 
the chance of harmful bacteria 
growing. Dry stuffing ingred- 
ients may be prepared the day 
before, tightly covered and left 
at room temperature. Perish- 
ables should be refrigerated. 
Combine all ingredients just be- 
fore stuffing. 

*It is best to roast your turkey 
at 325° F. For a turkey 12 to 16 
pounds, it would take 3 to 4'2 
hours, if unstuffed and 4'2 to 52 
hours, if stuffed, to completely 
cook 

*The turkey is done when a 
meat thermometer reaches 180° 
F. to 185° F. in the inner thigh of 
the turkey. The stuffing temper- 
ature should be at least 165° F. 
Also, if the leg moves up and 
down easily and the hip joint 
gives readily or breaks, the 
turkey is done. Or, if a long- 
tined fork is inserted into the 
thickest area of the inner thigh 
and the juices run clear, not 
pink, the turkey is done

STORING LEFTOVERS 

From the time you take the 
turkey out of the oven, you have 
approximately two hours to 
serve it and then refrigerate or 
refreeze the leftovers. Inis ur 
cludes the turkey, stuffing and 
gravy. Why just two hours? Be- 
cause bacteria that causes food 
poisoning can multiply to 
undesirable levels on perish- 
able food left at room temper- 
ature for longer than that 

To be safe, remember, either 
keep the cooked turkey Hot or 
Cold. Do not let it reach room 
ternperature

Cinders Obtained 
Krom New source 


For County Roads 


Garrett County will have an 
ample supply of cinders this 
winter, according to Paul 
Shockey, Garrett County Roads 
Department administrator 

Shockey, who met with the 
3oard of Garrett County Com- 
missioners yesterday, said they 
have found a new source of cin- 
ders from Amore Coal 
Company, Hopwood, Pa. The 
plant is located 36 miles from 
Accident, where the cinders will 
be stored. In the near future 
Oakland will receive 250 tons 
and Deer Park will receive 20 
tons 

The cinders are presently be- 
ing transported to the county 
daily by a county 
trucks. The trucks have already 
transported 700 of the 4,000 tons 
purchased 

Shockey told the commission- 
that the Amore 
Company has assured him that 
they will be able to supply the 
roads department with 30,000 to 
40,000 tons per year. In the past 
the roads department obtained 
cinders from Vepco, but that 
company will no longer be able 
to supply the county with 
enough cinders.

Hospice of Garrett County is 
part of a movement which 
started in England about 
twenty years ago. As of Sep 
tember, 1984, there were an 


estimated 1,030 Hospice pro 
grams in the United States 

The Hospice concept holds 
that the most important needs 
of the dying are, first, relief 
from pain, and then close con- 
tact with loved ones. Treat- 
ment, therefore, is aimed at 
controlling symptoms and en- 
hancing the quality of life 
through helping the patient 
remain at home as long as pos- 
sible and, when hospitalization 
is necessary, permitting un- 
limited visiting. The fact that 
the patient is reasonably com- 
fortable and that family mem- 
bers are accessible may permit 
more free communication than 
had been possible for months or 
years. One person mentioned to 
me that during this period the 
family was able to settle un- 
finished emotional business and 
arrive at understandings that 
helped them all. 

Hospice of Garrett County re- 
ceived its first patient February 
4, 1983, and cared for 23 people 
through June 21, 1984. There 
were 14 men and nine women, 
ranging in age from 15 to 88 
Average length of treatment 
was 76 days. 

Hospice care provided 
through the Garrett County 
Health Department and volun- 
teers trained at Garrett Com- 
munity College. There is no 
charge for the services of the 
Hospice coordinators or volun- 
teers, but other services are 
charged to the patient or

family. The Hospice coordi- 
nator will help to make pay- 


ment arrangements. Adminis- 
trative and operating costs 
come primarily from a grant 
from the Public Welfare 
Foundation, supplemented by 
donations.

Among arguments in Resh’s 
request is his statement that the 
department did not follow 
proper procedure in starting an 
investigation and in bringing 
charges against him. Resh adds 
that the state law which allows

Resh requests that the court 
stop the state police department 
from proceeding on the charges 
and to stop them from holding 
the hearing. He also asks that a 
hearing on his request be held 
within 35 days.

Additional Cases Filed 

In another case filed on Nov 
7, the First United National 
Bank and Trust, Oakland, has 
filed suit against Frederick 
Feld, Oakland, demanding pay- 
ment on a $25,000 loan, taken 
out on July 19, 1977, on which 
Feld still owes $22,064.66. 

The court documents noted 
that Feld had paid all but 
$17,484.75 on the principal, but 
also owed $2,574.03 in interest 
up to Oct. 19, 1984. The bank al- 
so added $2,005.88 for attorney's 
fees. 

A case was filed on Nov. 13 by 
Terrence James Trout, 
Friendsville, against Clyde 
Samuel Fike, Friendsville, in 
wruch trout seeks $60,000 in 
compensatory damages.

To Honduras 


An Oakland dentist recently 
returned from a_ short-term 
mission to Honduras, sponsored 
by the Medical Group Missions 
program of the Christian Medi- 
cal Sox lety 

Alvin P. Friend, D.D.S., was 
part of a team of physicians, 
surgeons, dentists, nurses, 
para-medical and general 
support personnel who con- 
ducted a general medical 
surgical, and dental clinic. The 
surgical teams worked in a 
hospital in the town of Santa 
Rosa. 

The first week one team took 
day trips to nearby villages, re- 
turning to San Marcos de Oco- 
topeque in the evening. The 
other team stayed out several 
nights in a community to serve 
the rural people. The second 
week, the two teams switched

Clinics are set up in church 
buildings or schools with the co- 
operation of local evangelical 
churches and local co- 
ordinators. Over 6089 adults and 
children were seen during the 
project.

Dr. Friend and other 
dentists saw patients, who were 
treated with 3476 extracations 

Participants in this project 
paid all their own expenses and 
contributed medical supplies to 
help supplement those 
purchased by the Medical group 
Missions program.

Potomac Edison energized its 
new Black Oak Substation, near 
Rawlings, late last month 

‘Black Oak provides a bulk 
power supply for us in Allegany 
and Garrett counties, as well as 


adjacent areas in West 
Virginia,” said R.A. Roschli, 
PE’s Western Division 


manager at Cumberland. ‘This 
helps us provide even more re- 
liable service to our 
customers.” 

Black Oak is the utility’s 
largest, single construction 
project for 1984, according to 
Roschli. Costs for the station 
and related line work total $9.5 
million. 

The extra high voltage sub 
station taps the 500,000 volt line 
between the Hatfields Ferry 
Power Station, near Mason- 
town, Pa., and the utility’s 
Doubs Substation, near 
Frederick. The voltage is 
stepped down at Black Oak 
through a large transformer 
and three 138 volt lines leave the 
substation to provide power 
sources locally. 

Potomac Edison serves 
about 268,000 customers in its 
three-state service area. Nearly 
50,000 of those customers are in 
Allegany and Garrett counties

System In Space 


Maryland’s expertise in 
trauma medicine is going to be 
tapped to unique prob 
lems that are predicted for the 
next phase of space travel 
NASA has awarded $132,000 to 
the Maryland Institute for 
Emergency Medical Service 
Systems (MIEMSS) on the 
campus of the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore, as the 
first part of a two year research 
contract totaling $274,000. This 
contract will prepare the way 
for treatment of illness or 
severe injury on extended 
missions in space. 

Scientists are clear that, as 
with lengthy duty of Polaris 
submarines, injury or illness is 
highly likely when astronauts 
begin spending three to six 
months building and manning 
space stations in the early 
1990s. 

Not only will it be difficult to 
get emergency treatment to dis- 
tant stations, but the problems 
are immensely complicated by 
the absence of gravity. ‘‘Unless 
decisions on how to handle life 
threatening situations at zero 
gravity are made prior to long 
term missions, astronauts with

Production of smaller 
lightweight ventilators will re- 
sult in models which are more 
portable, and therefore, avail- 
able in the future for patients in 
remote areas who need life 
support systems. Computer 
based evaluations and 
diagnoses which will be 
developed, can be used for 
severely injured patients in 
critical care units all over the 
world. 

MIEMSS is a likely recipient 
for this type of contract due to 
its experience in trauma medi- 
cine, surgery and research, as 
well as its clinical capabilty to 
test a total system and to train 
personnel.

The Ruth Enlow Library sent 
over 1,000 interlibrary loan re- 
quests for books, films, video 
and audio cassettes and other 
materials in October. This is the 
greatest number of requests 
which this library has sent in 
one month to the libraries in the 
Maryland Interlibrary Loan 
network - Western Maryland 
Public Libraries in Hagers- 
town, the Enoch Pratt Free 
Library in Baltimore and a 
number of other libraries. The 
increase is partly due to the 
growing popularity of video cas- 
settes. 

To handle the increased 
volume of requests the county 
libraries in western Maryland 
under the leadership of Western 
Maryland Public Libraries 
have recently changed to an 
electronic mail system of 
communication (a com- 
puter/modern setup) which re- 
places the antiquated TWX 
equipment used for the past 
several years. This system can 
send prepared messages auto- 
matically at a time when late- 
night telephone rates are in 
effect. 

The new electronic mail sys- 
tem has made it necessary to 
move the computer out of the 
public area of the main library 
in Oakland. However, a number 
of educational computer soft- 
ware programs loaned by the 
Garrett County Board of Educa- 
tion are available for home use 
These programs, which include 
English, mathematics, history, 
geography, science, tech- 
nology, business and computer 
science are public domain pro- 
grams and will be useful to any- 
one who has access to a Com- 
modore computer.

The judging was done and ali 
the score cards turned in, but an important part of the contest was 
yet to come—orai reasons! 

Oral reasons strike fear into the hearts of the most experi- 
enced judging contestants. Contest officials choose one class be- 
fore the contest starts on which each group of juniors are to give 


oral reasons (in Ty’s group it was hogs). Each contestant must 
then face the official judge, alone, him what he 
remembered about that class and why he placed it like he did, 
without using notes. ‘I think I did pretty well giving reasons,”’ 
said Ty, “I remembered the class real well except for two pigs 
that were spotted the same; I think I got them mixed up.”’ 

After oral reasons the contest is over. The relief is wonderful, 
but the suspense is still there because the winners are not 
announced until the awards banquet later that night. 

Awards are given to the high scoring individuals in each 
animal category: sheep, swine and beef cattle. Youngsters from 
Garrett county always hope for the best. They know how hard 
they tried, but they also know what the odds are 

They listen as the winners are called from 10th place up, 
hoping to hear the name of one of their team members—maybe 
their own name. As the announcer moves up to third place, second 
e, and still no familiar names are heard, the team begins to 
Then the announcer calls, ‘'First place in 
Division, Ty Miller, Garrett County.’’

But the announcer isn’t finished. He now calls junior winners 
with the highest scores overall. This means that the scores for all 
the judging classes, plus the oral reasons class, have been totaled 
The top 20 juniors in the state of Maryland will receive ribbons 
and recognition for their knowledge of all three animals 

The announcer starts with 20th place and works up. These 
4-H’ers are the best of over 50 juniors who judged this year. The 
announcer says, ‘18th place, Rebecca DeBerry, Garrett County 
Wonderful! He moves on up the list until, ‘fifth place, Ty Miller, 
Garrett County 

Ty says he was sure surprised. His whole family was 
prised and proud 

The Millers are already planning for next year’s Garrett 
County Fair. Ty has already used the knowledge livestock 
judging taught him. He helped pick out the steer that will be his 
4-H project this year. The steer is an eight-month-old Shorthorn, 
Hereford cross named Samson. 

Ty would like to continue livestock 
better in 1985. He says, “You need somebody 
and show you what to look for.” 

Ty's parents would like to see him and Monica cont 
stock judging too. ‘I definitely feel 4-H is worthwhile and I'm glad 
to see the kids take the interest they did,’’ said Mr. Miller. “I 
thought the state fair was well worth the effort. I thought the en- 
vironment at the state fair was guod and the people at the fair 
were good to the kids. I could tell our county wasn’t trained as 
well as other counties though I think our kids in Garrett County 
could do it if they had some coaching.” 

The only coaching available now is a last ditch effort by the 
Extension agents to interest 4-H’ers in judging and to train them 
for the state contest. The county contest is handled much like a 
clinic. The classes are discussed, the contestants are told what to 
look for, then they make their own decision and place the class 

Garrett County 4H members who are interested in becoming 
involved in livestock judging have a definite disadvantage. Other 
counties across the state sent teams to the State Fair trained by 
coaches who have spent hours and hours working with the team 
Some teams practice all year long preparing for the state fair. 
Here, there is a great need of volunteers willing to spend some 
time coaching a 4H team. Also needed are more animals for 
teams to practice judging 

Any farmer with four hogs, four sheep, or four beef cattle of 
the same approximate age, to be used for the same purpose (meat 
production or breeding stock), could help immensely by taking 
the time to allow a coach and a group of interested 4-H members 
to spend an afternoon or evening at their farm judging. A call to 
the Garrett County Extension Office (334-2145) could get one in- 
volved in a very educational activity. 

Hopefully 1985 will see an increase in volunteer leaders and 
parents interested in livestock judging and other 4-H activities, 
because there are, without a doubt, other talented young people in 
Garrett County like Ty Miller.
